Herd Register 


OTAL registrations were 31,272, 
which 7,616 were bulls and 
23,656 cows. Compared with last 
year this represents decline 
percent. Notable the persistence 
with which cow registrations have 
resisted the decline showing but 
decline. However, true 
recording trends cannot 
given without taking into con- 
sideration the birth reports. This 
form early recording, originated 
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with the basic thought purity 
blood protection, has now acted 
moratorium for fees. Its useful- 
ness has been much value that 
all but one dairy breed have either 
adopted have under serious 
consideration. Its purpose de- 
feated time for filing extended 
and its usefulness the breeder 
destroyed any fee required. 
even though large sums money, 
necessity, are invested it, its 
use too vital disturb the pres- 
ent policies surrounding it. Last 
year birth reports increased twenty- 
nine per cent and this year there 
was increase twenty per cent. 
This means that far the check- 
ing and filing progeny records are 
concerned the office required 
much work the years large 
incomes. There positive in- 
crease the number birth re- 
ports matriculating into registra- 
tions. The records show that few 
years ago about sixty per cent were 
matriculated, while the records for 
this year show seventy-two per cent. 
This further evidence that the 
birth report has very useful place 
the program. 

The total number Herd Regis- 
ter papers received this year was 
61,244. 

The total number recordings, 
registrations and birth reports for 
1931 was 52,511, while for the year 
ending they amounted 51,410, 
decline total recording but 
two per cent. 

The number animals registered 
members last year declined six 
per cent, while this year the decline 
was 5.5 per very remarkable 
fact since members register about 
one-third the total number 
animals. 

The Executive Committee has 
permitted the Secretary wide privi- 
leges penalty fees. This was

started about the middle last year 
and continued through the present 
year. Two years ago over $30,000 
was paid penalty fees, last year 
$22,000 was collected and this year 
but $12,000. should borne 
mind that the major portion 
this was for error registration and 
overdue birth report registrations. 
The overdue papers during the de- 
pression have been about two and 
one-half times that normal years. 
This policy the Executive Com- 
mittee has saved the breeders 
fees amount actually found 
for this fiscal year $16,050.

The following states show in- 
crease registrations: Alabama, 
Arizona, Maryland, Mississippi, 
Montana, New Mexico, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania and 
Rhode Island. 

Transfers declined sixteen per 
cent, exactly the same decline 
the previous year. The total 
number was 18,059. 

The total number transfers for 
the three major breeds dairy cat- 
tle for the period from April, 1932, 
and including March, 1933, was 
66,060, which Guernseys repre- 
sented 27.3 per cent, while 1929 
these same three breeds transferred 
179,052 animals, which Guern- 
seys represented 18.6 per cent. 
Furthermore, the 1930 Census gives 
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the total population for these three 
breeds 1,205,399, which 16.6 
per cent were Guernseys. Based 
population then, Guernsey trans- 
fers normally, that the breed 
demand was not out proportion 
its population, would have been 
16.6 per cent the total transfers 
these three breeds this year, 
10,966, but transferred 7,093 
more than the expected number 
population basis, all which but 
one more way showing that 
Guernseys are even these times 
being purchased increasing 
proportion American breeders. 

Parmalee Prentice, Mount 
Hope Farm, Williamstown, Massa- 
chusetts, has the distinction im- 
porting the only animal this year. 
Last year twenty-nine animals were 
imported. 

Five new breeders for each fiscal 
day the past year were added the 
followers the breed. The lead- 
ing states are: Ohio, 173;

Advanced Register 


HERE has been further decrease 

regular Advanced Register 
testing this year, except the Triple 
Letter Herd test, which increased 
from 273 cows under test year ago 
334 present. The increase 
may attributed, large meas- 
ure, the moderate fee required 
for this form testing. Counter- 
balancing the decrease regular 
Advanced Register testing, the Herd 
Improvement testing has advanced 
from 546 cows under test last year 
712 this year. The number 
cows under test, for the two divi- 
sions combined, 3,057 against 
3,188 year ago. The actual de- 
cline is, therefore, only 131, 4.1 
per cent. 

The number cows under regular 
Advanced Register test 2,345 
compared with 2,642 being tested 
year ago, decrease 11.2 per 
cent. Thirty-eight states are repre- 
sented. There has also been de- 
crease the number breeders 
testing, with 430 compared with 
493 last year, decline 12.8 
per cent. 

New York, with 255 entries, has 
displaced Pennsylvania with 248 
entries, and now the leading state 
Advanced Register work. Massa- 
chusetts, with 244 entries, retains 
third place. New Jersey, with 178 
entries, comes into fourth position, 
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while California, with 165 entries, 
drops fifth place. 

Other states having more than 
100 cows under test are: Michigan, 
108, and Ohio, 101. 

The states showing the greatest 
increase number cows under 
test are: Mississippi, 16; Rhode 
Island, 14; Maryland, 13, and Ver- 
mont 12. States having the largest 
decrease are: Connecticut, 44; New 
York, 40; North Carolina, 38, and 
Ohio 32. 

total 2,510 regular Advanced 
Register certificates were issued this 
year, compared with 2,844 last 
year. 

The total number Advanced 
Register sires March 10, 1933, 
was 4,987, which includes 294 ad- 
ditions for this year. 

Ten sires have more than fifty 
Advanced Register daughters. 

Seven sires have ten more Ad- 
vanded Register daughters with 
records 700 pounds butter fat 
more. 

The number Great Producing 
Dams has been increased 648, 
bringing the total number 7,221. 
There are thirteen Great Producing 
Dams with eight more Advanced 
Register progeny. 

Baudy’s Daisy Buena Vista 
212457, owned Willyard Broth- 
ers, Ravenna, Ohio, given place 
this year the list 1,000 pound 
cows, virtue her record 
1063.4 pounds butter fat. There 
are now thirteen records more 
than 1,000 pounds butter fat. 

Twocows the breed havetworec- 
ords each more than 900 pounds 
butter fat. One has eleven Ad- 


vanced Register records, two have. 


made records more than 850 
pounds butter fat twice-a-day 
milking, two have made records 
over 900 pounds the advanced 
age eleven years over, and one 
produced over 770 pounds butter 
fat eighteen years age. 

The 2,510 regular Advanced Reg- 
ister records approved during the 
past fiscal year average 522.2 pounds 
butter fat. The number 
Triple Letter records approved this 
year was 412. the total number 
records, the Triple Letter records 
comprise 16.4 per cent, compared 
with 17.1 per cent for the previous 
year. 

All records approved since the 
Advanced Register was established, 
Single, Double and Triple Letter 
Classes combined, April 1932, 
averaged 10009.9 pounds milk 
and 496.1 pounds butter fat. The 
pounds milk and 497.8 pounds 
butter fat, increase 23.5 
pounds milk and 1.7 pounds 


butter fat virtue the 
records this year. 

Four World’s Records have 
completed this year. Two theg 
were made Double Letter and two 
Triple Letter classes.

HERE was continued decline 

general milk sales nationally, 
crease surplus milk and de- 
moralized financial situation which 
made collections difficult, and 
some markets almost impossible. 
all markets the retail price 
Golden Guernsey milk has been re- 
duced, line with the reductions 
price other milk. most 
markets was necessary reduce 
the Guernsey premium. The in- 
come Guernsey producers has 
consequently been reduced. The 
decreased Guernsey premium, nev- 
ertheless, satisfactory producers 
shown the number new 
producers continually qualifying 
and asking for the privilege sell- 
ing Golden Guernsey. 


The sales under the Trademark 
for the past year were 20,602,328 
quarts, increase 5,835,618 
quarts, per cent. Proof that 
successful milk marketing projects 
need substantial organization back 
them found the fact that 
the increase eighty-two per cent 
was made the organized groups. 


Two additional states, Michigan 
and Illinois, have arranged sales 
plan, cooperating with Ohio and 
Indiana, respectively. 

Literature and sales helps were 
furnished large quantities and the 
results show the material have 
been effective.

Extension 


XTENSION activities are gradually 
but definitely heading into the 
union our Livestock, Information 
and Service and Milk Marketing Di- 
visions. The entire time the Milk 
Marketing Representative isdevoted 
field organization and service, two 
thirds the time the Informa- 
tion and Service administration 
milk, while strong third the 
Fieldmen’s time also devoted 
milk work. This has come about 
result meeting the requests 
our organized breeder groups. 
There every indication that_this 


demand will increase. Milk Mar- 
keting does not lend itself loose 
organization supervision. the 
most active phase the dairy in- 
dustry. Large territories cannot 
properly supervised one man. 
This fact will cause greater concen- 
tration, territories, our field 
activities time goes on. 

The fieldmen have devoted much 
their time such work would 
contact and serve the largest num- 
ber breeders. Without crediting 
the results milk work, the direct 
financial returns from the four field- 
men this year amounts twenty- 
three per cent the gross expendi- 
tures. study the census data, 
together with that the breed, 
shows that time the years 
1920 1930 have expended 
more money any territory than 
the gross income from that territory. 

More names for literature, larg- 
number press articles, more 
animals sold, more 
started and more breeders organi- 
zations were reorganized the 
fieldmen than last year. Twenty- 
eight more Trademark contracts 
were made and nearly four times 
many inspections were made. 

Curtailed expenses naturally lim- 
ited some types work. 

review the past fiscal year 
reveals spectacular events de- 
tailed accomplishment, yet has 
most heartening record. The 
problems the nation and world 
have been resisting solution, the 
nation’s dairying has been equally 
embarrassed, but our breed has 
placed milestone along its path 
history which gives courage 
those faith, pleasure those 
optimism, and determination 
those action, while the pessimistic 
are unhanded their foils and 
obliged acknowledge the fact that 
from the life our 
consumer---comes increasing rec- 
ognition and request for Golden 
Guernsey products.

has not benefited the price increases. 

Rising prices farm products carried the 
index the Bureau Agricultural Economics fifty- 
three April 15—up three points since March 15, 
and the highest figure since last November. The 
index April year ago was fifty-nine. 

The Bureau notes that changes wholesale prices 
farm products the large terminal market centers 
indicate further advances prices paid farmers since 
April 15. 

There were gains prices paid farmers for nearly all 
the twenty-seven commodities included the index, 
from March April 15, with grains the lead. 
The farm price cotton was unchanged; farm prices 
calves, milk and hogs declined slightly. Prices 
milk declined seasonally the lowest point record, 
says the Bureau. 


Advances the price indexes, commodity groups, 
were: Grain, eleven points; fruits and vegetables, 
six; chickens and eggs, two; meat animals and 
cotton and cottonseed, one point. The April 
index for dairy products was the same March. 


The advance the combined index during the 
month, coincident with continued decline estimated 
for prices farmers pay for articles purchased, resulted 
further increase the ratio prices received 
prices paid. This ratio, commonly referred 
purchasing power the farmer’s advanced 
fifty-three per cent the pre-war average April 15, 
compared with fifty per cent March 15. 


Although the amount butter storage April 
was disappointing, the holdings have been considerably 
reduced during April, thus eliminating them price 
factor. Storage holdings April were 9,253,000 
pounds compared 9,094,000 the same date last 
year and five-year average 13,782,000 pounds. 
Reduction during March totaled 2,327,000 pounds 
compared 6,149,000 pounds 1932.
